Have you ever slammed your books down on the desk in a 
fit of anger, or run down a perfectly good teacher because 
you flunked an exam ? Actions like these indicate emotional 
immaturity. 
Physical growth is mainly automatic and m ost people real­ 
ize that intellectual growth must be worked upon continu­ 
ously. But emotional maturity is too often taken for granted. 
As a rule, emotional maturity cannot be attained without 
conscientious effort. 
Just w hat are some of the aspects of emotional maturity? 
The emotionally mature person should be realistic— visualize 
a situation as it is and as he wants it to be. T he realistic 
person is spared many disappointments throughout life for 
he neither expects nor demands too much. He faces situa­ 
tions squarely. He has learned the secret of fair competition 
and cooperation— is considerate of the needs and interests 
of others as well as his own. The mature person recognizes 
that intelligent cooperation is more likely to lead to success 
than cut-throat competition. 
He accepts disappointments without losing his temper or 
crawling into his shell. Things go wrong for even-one from 
time to time. However, you are tlie loser if you brood and 
become resentful. The mature person snaps out of blue 
moods by doing som ething constructive— calls a friend, goes 
shopping, or plays an active game. He even wears a pleas­ 
ant smile and walks briskly with head high, singing a happy 
tune. And, surprisingly, he soon finds he is happy. 
He can handle fears, tensions, and anxieties. Elp does not 
spend hours fretting and worrying. If it is a complicated 
problem he faces, he thinks it through, possibly talking to 
someone who may know more about it than he, decides the 
proper course of action, follows it and forgets it. He may 
make mistakes, but we all do— though not usually the same 
one twice. 
There is no magic formula for becoming mature, nor is it 
easy to achieve. First, however, we must know ourselves. 

We will probably 
slip at times but never give up trying. Remember the more 
mature we are. the happier we will be.
